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Executive Summary

The following annual report details the SERC Fiscal Year 2014 (July 1, 2013 — June 30, 2014)
activities in support of the federal “Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act (SARA) of
1986,” Title III “Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-Know Act” (EPCRA) and Title
16, Chapter 63 of the Delaware Code. The aid and assistance of the business community,
emergency responders, planners, county commissioners and state agency personnel has been
instrumental in developing and maintaining Delaware’s hazardous materials emergency
preparedness.

SARA Title 11l and Title 16, Chapter 63

On October 17, 1986, President Reagan signed the Superfund Amendment and Reauthorization
Act (SARA) into law. Title 111 of this Act (which is referred to separately as EPCRA)
establishes requirements for Federal, State and local governments, and industry regarding
emergency planning and community right-to-know reporting on hazardous chemicals. This
legislation builds upon the Environmental Protection Agency’s (EPA’s) Chemical Emergency
Preparedness Program and numerous state and local programs aimed at helping communities to
meet their responsibilities concerning potential chemical emergencies.

The Act requires the governor of each state to designate a State Emergency Response
Commission (SERC). On March 17, 1987, the Commission on Hazardous Materials was
designated as the Delaware State Emergency Response Commission. Members of the SERC are
listed in Attachment 6.

The Act has four major sections: emergency planning, emergency notification, hazardous
chemical inventory reporting, and toxic chemical release reporting. The sections are interrelated
in a way that unifies the emergency planning and community right-to-know provisions of SARA
and Title I1l. An explanation of these sections follows.

Emergency Planning

The emergency planning sections are designed to develop state and local government emergency
preparedness and response capabilities through better coordination and planning, especially at
the local level.

The Act requires the establishment of Local Emergency Planning Districts and Committees.
Four (4) Local Emergency Planning Districts and Committees (LEPCs) exist in Delaware and
are designated as three (3) counties and the City of Wilmington.

LEPC membership includes elected county and municipal officials, police, fire, civil defense,
public health professionals, environmental, hospital, and transportation officials as well as
representatives of facilities, community groups, and the media.

A list of the LEPC Chairs, membership, and a summary of their Committee’s activities are found
at Attachment 3.
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The Act also requires the LEPCs to develop hazardous materials emergency response plans. In
developing a plan, the local committees evaluate available resources for preparing for and
responding to a potential accident involving hazardous materials at the various sites within their
jurisdiction.

The SERC is required to review the LEPC plans and make recommendations to the LEPCs on
revisions that may be necessary. The SERC fulfilled this mandate and approved all plans for
operational use by the LEPCs at its April 1993 meeting. In addition, a biannual review schedule
of the LEPC plans was adopted. The biannual review was conducted in February 2013.

Emergency Notification

If a facility produces, uses, or stores one or more EPA-listed hazardous substances and there is a
release that equals or exceeds the reportable quantity, the facility must immediately notify the
Department of Natural Resources and Environmental Control (DNREC), the SERC, and the
Community Emergency Coordinator (CEC). The notification must identify any area likely to be
affected by the release.

In the Delaware Code, notification to DNREC serves as notification to the SERC. Previously,
notification to the 911 Centers served as notification to the CEC. With legislation passed in
2003, however, this was changed. Notification to the CECs for the LEPCs is now fulfilled by
notification to an “800” number established in 2004.

Hazardous Chemical Inventory Reporting

There are two Community Right-to-Know reporting obligations under the requirement:

> Facilities must prepare or have available material safety data sheets (MSDSs) under the
Occupational Safety and Health Administration (OSHA) hazard communications regulations
and Delaware Worker Right-to-Know requirements. For chemicals on-site above certain
quantities, facilities shall submit either copies of the MSDSs or a list of such substances to
the SERC, the LEPC, and the local fire company that provides fire rescue service to the
facility. In Delaware, these MSDSs or lists are centrally collected and distributed for the
SERC through DNREC.

» Chemical inventory forms must also be submitted annually by March 1 for the preceding
calendar year. The form contains chemical type, quantities, storage locations, and emergency
contact information.

A Delaware Emergency and Hazardous Chemical Inventory form is used for industry’s reporting
purposes by the SERC Information and Technology Committee to improve facility reporting.

The form requires additional reporting elements that will further aid the first responder,
community, and LEPCs. Originally, completed forms were submitted to DNREC, Division of
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Waste and Hazardous Substances (DWHS), where the information was entered into a database
and made available to the LEPCs, 911 Centers, and other approved users for their purposes.

Beginning with reports due March 1, 2006, a new on-line Web-based reporting system was
implemented, Tier Il Manager. This system allows facilities to register and report on-line
through a secure web-site. Submitted data is immediately available on-line for access by
approved emergency planning and response organizations. The system also allows facilities to
pay reporting fees electronically on-line.

The system was upgraded to a new version in 2014, to keep pace with changes in technology.

Between January and July 2014, approximately 1780 facilities reported on chemicals used/stored
on site. We have essentially 100% reporting on-line.

Toxic Chemical Release Reporting

This section of the act requires EPA to establish an inventory of toxic chemical emissions from
certain facilities. The purpose is to inform government officials and the public about releases of
toxic chemicals into the environment. It also provides for assistance with research and in the
development of regulations, guidelines, and standards.

The reporting requirement applies to owners and operators of manufacturing facilities that have
ten or more full-time employees that are in Standard Industrial Classification (SIC) codes 20
through 39, and that manufacture, process, import 25,000 Ibs., or otherwise use 10,000 Ibs. of a
listed toxic chemical. Subject facilities must report these emissions annually by July 1 for the
preceding calendar year. Beginning with the 1998 reports due in 1999, seven additional industry
categories were also added, including electric generation and bulk petroleum distribution
facilities. Beginning with the 2000 calendar year reports due in 2001, substantially lower
reporting thresholds were established for a number of chemicals classified as persistent, bio
accumulative toxic (PBT) chemicals. The Federal Form R, Toxic Chemical Release Inventory
(TRI) Reporting Form is used. Copies are submitted to EPA and State.

For a number of years, EPA has made software available for facilities to compile their TRI
reports on computer, and submit their reports on diskette. Beginning in 2006, Delaware
implemented a process involving TRI reporting to EPA’s Central Data Exchange (CDX). Rather
than submitting disks, this process allows facilities to submit their electronic reports through the
internet to EPA. EPA in turn pushes a copy of the submittal to the State, to its Exchange
Network Node. With this streamlined approach, facilities only need to submit reports once to
EPA. Delaware then automatically receives the reports, instead of requiring the facility to
submit their reports separately to the EPA and to the state.

Although these reports are not emergency oriented, the data submitted is vital to analysis of
situations and supports release prevention. It supports the Community Right-to-know principle
by providing the public with essentially an “annual report card” on management of toxic
chemicals by facilities.
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In Delaware, TRI submissions are directed to DNREC, Division of Waste and Hazardous
Substances (DWHS). DNREC typically develops and releases an annual report for the public
summarizing this TRI data. DNREC’s DWHS also processes public requests for all the various
EPCRA information it receives, with the majority of requests being for TRI data. The annual
TRI reports are  available at online at the SERC  website at
http://www.dnrec.delaware.gov/SERC/Pages/Reports.aspx

Other sections of this law provide for confidentiality of trade secrets and public access to all
reported information from facilities and emergency response plans.

Facilities

In 1991, the State of Delaware passed its own Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-
Know Act (Title 16, Delaware Code, Chapter 63), which built upon the federal requirements and
created a funding mechanism for emergency planning activities. These laws established a series
of reporting requirements impacting facilities ranging from large industrial sites to small
businesses. Facilities can be required to report a variety of information, ranging from chemicals
used and stored at the site, to chemicals released to the environment. These requirements
essentially mirror the Federal EPCRA requirements described previously, with some additional
provisions added at the State level, such as lower reporting thresholds and reporting fees.

Exercises

An exercise program to review the capability of the staff and emergency response personnel to
respond to hazardous material incidents continued. Hazardous material events are a regular part
of natural and technological hazards exercise scenarios. Policy, training, and outreach efforts
continue to expand in this area.

Training

The State of Delaware Oil and Hazardous Substance Incident Contingency Plan (SERT Plan)
was developed to establish policy and emergency response organization for responding to a
broad class of hazardous substance incidents. Safe and coordinated response requires the
application of specialized techniques and organizational concepts. In general, individual
organizations are responsible for tactical training in accordance with the assigned roles in the
emergency organization. A state program has been developed to educate and train local and state
response personnel. The program is administered by the Fire School and is structured to provide
training in accordance with assigned roles in the emergency organization. All SERT responders
receive Incident Management System Training.

Hazardous Material Decontamination Response Capability

In Delaware, decontamination capability is provided by three Hazardous Material
Decontamination Response (DECON) Teams. The teams are made up of a combination of
Volunteer Fire Companies and Career Emergency Medical Service (EMS) agencies and fall
under the Department of Natural Resources and Environmental Control Hazardous Materials
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Branch Manager for the incident. All of the response teams are provided with the training and
equipment necessary to provide specialized HazMat decontamination response throughout the
State. Each team is equipped with a state of the art DECON trailer and tow vehicle, which
contains specialized equipment for decontamination of HazMat responders and the public and
containment of hazardous substances.

New Castle County has an Industrial Hazardous Material Response Alliance (NCC-IHMRA),
which was formed in cooperation with the County, local industry HazMat response teams and
DNREC. The Alliance consist of approximately 38 volunteers; mostly industry experts, but
some members are sponsored by local fire departments. The New Castle County Industrial
Hazardous Materials Response Alliance (NCCIHMRA) team can be activated to enhance state
HazMat response capabilities.

Revenues
The Commission collected approximately $ 270,680 in reporting fees between January and the

end of the 2014 fiscal year. Monies in the fund and the interest accrued are appropriated
annually. The fiscal year 2014 financial status is reflected in Attachment 5.

Operation and Administration of the Commission

The Delaware SERC instituted bylaws to improve its operation. Regularly scheduled meetings
and the establishment of standing committees are some highlights of the bylaws adopted by the
Commission. The Standing Committees’ members, functions, accomplishments, and goals, are
contained in Attachment 2.

Outreach and Public Education

The SERC Committees established a complete set of Emergency Planning and Community
Right-to-Know web pages for Delaware. The pages provide SERC, LEPC, and Facility
Compliance Information and detail the reporting requirements of the Act. The public
information section contains a searchable on-line database of TRI data reported by facilities.

Following the September 11, 2001 terrorist attacks, the Tier Il searchable database was removed
for security considerations. At the December 2008 meeting the SERC adopted formal
procedures for handling public access to EPCRA information. However, the information is still
available, as required by EPCRA. Request for Tier II data can be made using the “on-line”
request form or through the Freedom of Information Act request process.

During FY 06, the EPCRA web pages for Delaware were converted to a new “common look and
feel” format required for all Delaware government related sites. The pages were also moved
from their previous location at the Department of Technology and Information, to a server at the
Department of Natural Resources and Environmental Control. During the latter half of 2011,
DNREC updated their web servers, and migrated the SERC website to a new platform. As a
result, the new SERC web address is now www.dnrec.delaware.gov/SERC. The old address
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(www.SERC.delaware.gov) will still work; a pointer is in place that will automatically redirect
users to the new page until all related documents are updated to reflect the new address.

Under Federal EPCRA, LEPCs are required to publish newspaper ads annually, informing the
public of information available to them under the Act. In Delaware, these ads are developed
with the LEPCs through the SERC Information and Technology Committee. The EPCRA ads
describe the Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-Know Act, and include general
information on the SERC, LEPCs, EPCRA Reporting and Risk Management programs. The ads
are published in several Delaware newspapers annually, typically in the August/September time
period. SERC and LEPC information and meeting dates are also provided. Interested citizens are
encouraged to contact local LEPCs or the SERC and to attend the regularly scheduled meetings
for further information.

Conclusion

Delaware’s Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-Know Act continues to work well
through the dedicated efforts of the partnership of citizens, industry, and the public sector. The
Act’s implementation provides for public safety and public awareness about chemicals in
communities statewide. The 2014 accomplishments of the SERC are in Attachment 1.
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Attachment 1
SERC Activities

» The Commission met on quarterly scheduled meeting dates in September, March, and June.
The meeting scheduled for December had to be postponed until January due to severe winter
weather conditions, and was even then further postponed until March, again due to bad
weather conditions. Business was conducted to support the Emergency Planning and
Community Right-to-Know Act (EPCRA). Meetings included:

Reports from the four Standing Committees, which included updates on activities and
items requiring action by the Commission.

Reports from the four LEPCs included updates on five key areas: Meetings, Facility
Visits, HazMat Plans, Exercise Status, and Hazardous Material Responses.

Briefings from the DNREC/Division of Air Waste Management, which included detailed
information on releases and responses.

» SERC Presentations on the following topics/agencies:

September 2013 - Mr. David Willauer, manager of IEM, Inc. presented a slide overview
of the New Castle County Risk Route Assessment Transportation Study that was
conducted this year and concluded this month. Mr. Willauer provided findings for the 10
top-ranked priority chemicals as identified by the SERC Committee as a focus: vinyl
chloride, ethanol, anhydrous ammonia, chlorine, ethylene oxide, hydrogen fluoride,
sulfur dioxide, methyltrichlorosilane, titanium tetrachloride, boron triflouride. The final
report is now available via a secure web portal to designated users in State Emergency
Management, Public Health, DNREC, Environmental Health, Local Emergency
Managers and LEPC Chairs. Secretary Schiliro asked that this information be presented
to the State Fire Chiefs and Department of Transportation engineers in order to begin the
process of developing strategies for mitigation.

March 2014 - A slide briefing entitled “Update on Crude Oil Transportation” was made

by Mr. Scott Muir, Government Relations for Delaware and Maryland for Norfolk Southern
(NS) Corporation. The presentation included an overview of the crude oil shipping network

from the oil wells in the West and Canada, and how crude rail cars are transported to
Delaware City for refining as well as a description of the various types of rail cars in use

andthe efforts made by PBF Energy in Delaware City to upgrade to newer, safer rail car

designs. In addition, Mr. Muir summarized recent regulatory changes enacted by US
Department of Transportation Emergency Restriction/Prohibition Order with regard to
mandated safety upgrades.

June 2014 - Stephen F. Johnson, PE, Senior Project Manager for DNREC, Site

Investigation Restoration Section and Joseph D. Brown, PE, University of Delaware presented:

"Vulnerability Assessment of Hazardous Materials Installations in Coastal Delaware™.
Highlights of the presentation included:

Shared findings concerning sea level rise (SLR) and storm surge (SS) planning.

> Continued to maintain a publicly accessible SERC web page running on Department of
Natural Resources and Environmental Control server to make EPCRA information available
to the public. Due to security concerns and the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), detailed
information reported by facilities is no longer available on the website. Request for this
information must be made in writing and be as specific as possible following FOIA
procedures.

» Continued to support the Decontamination Trailer Committee by replenishing the DECON
Trailer Maintenance and Equipment Account.

> Reviewed the allocations of Hazardous Material Emergency Preparedness (HMEP) Grant
Budget projections for approved and pending Planning and Training funds.

» Hazardous Material Emergency Preparedness (HMEP) funds were sub-granted to the four
Local Emergency Planning Committees (LEPC) for the fifth fiscal year. The Delaware State
Fire School was given a sub-grant to conduct the core HazMat training for the State for the
third year.

» The Commission approved a motion to provide funds for the 7" Annual HazMat Training
Workshop in the amount of $5,500.00. The funds were obligated to provide instructor and
keynote speaker travel support for the Training Workshop.

» Provided oversight for the completion of the Hazardous Materials Route-Risk Study (funded
by HMEP) for New Castle County. The study assessed, analyzed, depicted and quantified
the risks of transporting hazardous materials along New Castle County’s road, waterway,
railway, and pipeline transportation modes. The study has been presented for briefings at two
fire chiefs’ conferences, the Delaware Continuity Coordinating Council quarterly meeting,
and to DelDOT.

Step by step reporting instructions
were loaded on our web site, as well as made available within the system itself.

Published annual newspaper ads in area papers statewide. The News Journal carried the ad
on August 11, 2013 and the State News on August 15, 2013 . In addition, the State News
published a special Fire Fighters Edition on September 8, 2013 and the ad was also published
in this edition.

Continued distributing outreach materials, including general EPCRA flier, and guidance
documents (including business card-sized guide) for industry concerning chemical release
reporting requirements.

Maintained the central “866” toll free number and related voice mailboxes for emergency
release notifications by facilities to the LEPC community emergency coordinators.

Maintained the EPCRA/SERC/LEPC WebPages.

Managed IT Committee funds for the SERC. Prepared and submitted FY 2015 budget
request.

Began working on ideas for use of “Wally Wise Guy”, purchased through New Castle LEPC
by SERC. This turtle character is for public outreach on Shelter-in-Place and related
emergency planning outreach activities.

Accomplishments for FY 2014

> Provided oversight for the 7th Annual Hazardous Materials Training Workshop. The theme
of this year’s workshop was “Educating Responders for Today and Tomorrow." The
Delaware State Fire School hosted the event at the Fire School in Dover. As a result, of
surveys from last year's event, for the first time sessions were held on both Friday and
Saturday.

o The Friday night dinner was attended by 122 people. A total of 120 students from
Delaware as well as several outlying states attended Friday’s 4 sessions, and 170
attendees received training during the 13 breakout sessions on Saturday.

o The keynote speaker was Mr. Greg Knoll, a nationally recognized subject matter expert
in firefighting and hazmat response. He gave a dynamic presentation on professionalism
and ethics in the hazmat response community from the 1970s to the present. Other
instructors represented a wealth of knowledge and experience from within Delaware as
well as across the US. Areas of expertise represented topics taught included: medical
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hazmat response, hazmats in the poultry industry, hospital decon techniques, advanced air
monitoring, firefighting response to hazmats, rail hazmat transport incident response, a
PPE survival obstacle course, toxic terrorism, meth lab response, and hazmat incident
risk assessment.

o Those attending represented all levels of responders, emergency management, law
enforcement, and instructors. Several attendees from neighboring states attested to the
popularity of the workshop. Conference surveys were very positive. Numerous vendors
made monetary donations, and several also participated in the conference by setting up
booths.

The Committee provided oversight and guidance for the expenditure of the HMEP Grant.

The Committee oversaw completion of the Hazmat Route Risk Study. This Study assessed,
analyzed, depicted and quantified the risks of transporting hazmats along New Castle
County’s road, waterway, rail and pipeline transportation modes. The Study has been briefed
at several meetings of firefighters and emergency responders, as well as organizations with
an interest in public safety.

The Committee arranged for guest speakers at the SERC Quarterly meetings. These included
representatives from the railroad industry (Norfolk-Southern and CSX), the oil refining
industry (PBF Refinery), US DHS (Chemical Facility Anti-Terrorism Standards (CFATS),
and the Hazmat Route Risk Study. The presentations centered around how their particular
industries and agency affects emergency response in general, hazmat incident preparedness
in particular, and lessons learned from real-world events.

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DNREC Emergency Response
State Fiscal Year 2014 Summary of Activities

DNREC is responsible for activities related to hazardous materials Emergency Response, Accidental
Release Prevention, and Emergency Planning & Community Right to Know. Statistics for state fiscal year
(SFY) 2014 show DNREC’s Emergency Response Team (ERT) responded to 342 incidents. This is
compared to 339 responses in SFY 2013. As with previous years, DNREC’s highest percentage of
responses continue to be transportation related spills and releases primarily from motor vehicle accidents.
The second highest responses in SFY 2014 were to residential heating fuel spills. These two types of
responses made up 42% of DNREC total responses in SFY 2014. In SFY 2014 there were 7 declared
SERT responses, which are listed on the DNREC HazMat Response Summary Table.

The DNREC Emergency Response Team provided the Hazardous Materials support function as part of a
“joint hazard assessment team” with other emergency response and law enforcement agencies during the
September 2013 and June 2014 multi-day NASCAR race events at Dover International Speedway and the
June 2014 Firefly Music Festival events at Dover Downs. DNREC ERT participated in drills and
exercises with response partners including:

United Water Tabletop exercise

Dover Air Force Base Spill exercise

DuPont Fuming Sulfuric Acid Tank Trailer exercise

Delaware Bay and River Cooperative oil spill exercise

Sussex County Rail HazMat Tabletop exercise

Delaware Radiological Emergency Plan (REP) exercise

DNREC ERT Responses of Note in SFY 2014:

e July 18, 2013, eight (8) townhomes in the Victoria’s Landing community in Millsboro were
evacuated after elevated levels of Carbon Monoxide, Lower Explosive Limit (LEL) detections, and
flash fires occurred from a damaged propane supply line. DNREC ordered the propane supplier to
determine the cause of the release, replace the damaged propane line, and install LEL alarms in each
unit of the affected townhome block and conduct monitoring for LEL for a period of six (6) months.

e August 29, 2013, assisted DAFB Explosive Ordnance Disposal unit with an unexploded chemical
ordnance round found at the Seawatch clam processing plant in Milford.

o February 12, 2014 assisted Felton VVolunteer Fire Company with an in-ground fire in a waste pile at
Davidson’s, a closed recycling facility near Sandtown. The fire apparently started by spontaneous
combustion of the material within the pile. The DNREC ERT and its contractor worked for several
days using heavy equipment and firefighting equipment to break the pile apart to reach the
smoldering material and extinguish the fire before turning the site over to the US EPA.

e March 19, 2014 DNREC ERT drilled and vacuumed out approximately 85 gallons of fuel from both
leaking saddle tanks of an overturned tractor-trailer in Ellendale.

e March 20, 2014, an unknown chemical odor forced the evacuation of an apartment building in
Wilmington. DNREC ERT identified the chemical as sulfur dioxide (SO, gas used as refrigerant in
an old abandoned air conditioning system, removed the leaking compressor unit from the basement,
and monitored the building, apartment by apartment, to verify that SO, levels were below Division of
Public Health-recommended levels considered safe for reoccupying.

e May 29, 2014, with an environmental contractor, removed 10 x 55-gallon corroded steel drums of
roofing tar and a 5-gallon container-sized waste pile of medical sharps and syringes from a remote
area in the White Clay Creek State Park. The site was found during a volunteer clean-up event in
April 2014.
